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DRY TIMBER FOR SETTLERS USE 
Sir.—I beg to call your attention to 
the following facts regarding the dry 
and standing timber in the district) 


At present it is onlyja fire trap an%iis 
going to waste, prevents settlement 
and hinders the growth of green timber 
besides being merely a kindling pile 
which eventually will destroy itself, al! 
the green timber and also the settlers 
homes in its vicinity. 

The settlers in this district are allow- 
ed ta use all the dry timber they wish 
for fuel and fencing free but if they 
wish to use it ior building purposes on 
their own places they: have to pay $1.50 
per thousand for it the sama as for 
green timber, (if they have already 
used their homesteaders iree allow 
ance.) 54 : 

Those settlers living in ihe vicinity 
of miles and miles of burnt and fallen 
timber which is rotiing and wasting by 
the action of the elements cannot unr 
derstand why they should noi be allow- 
ed to use as much off this dry stuff. as 
they wish, as it is going to wasie, sbr 
building purpose; on their own place 
either iree or at « less cost than the 
green trees. 


If permitted to do so. ihe green timp 
ber would be more protected and ihe 
country better off to have the land on 
which the dry timber ies or ‘stands 
cleared and the risk irom prairie fires 
a good deal reduced. ' 


As no doxbt you are aware the jres- 
ent regulations allow a homeste:.der, 
free of charge, on taking out a 25 cent 
permit the iollowing timber; 30v0 feet, 
lineal, of building iogs, (not exceeding 
12 inches at the putt end,) 2000 poplar 
fence rails, 400 roof poles, 500 fence 
posts, dead or fallen timber for. fuel 
or fencing, to be cut on any vacant Do- 
minion lands in case they have no tim- 
ber on their own place suitabla for 
building purposes. They of course have 
the privilege of using the timber thatyis 
on their own places (for improvements 
thereon) free of charge and without 
taking out any permit. Besides this 
when they have used up their free 
homesteaders’ allowance they can get a 
permit for all the timber they want 
for their own use on their own place 
at $1.50 per thousand without competi- 
tion. This is all very satisfactory and 
certainly gives the homesteader every 
chance. 


However the chief complaint i3 rer 
garding the dry standing and fallen 
timber. They “have to pay as much for 
it as for the green stuff, consequently 
all the green stuff is being cut very 
rapidly. ‘Dhere-could be made a distinc- 


tion ‘between the two with great ad-_ 


vantage ta the settlers and tothe 
green timber. Outside of this one small 
matter the timber regulations appear 
to give every satisfaction. 

As far as I can make out their sawn 
stuff costs them as follows whether dry 
or green; 

Cost per thousand feet B. M. 


Timber permit, $0.25 
One thousand feet B. M., 1.59 


Cost of sawing, 

Labor and hauling from 6 to 20 
miles (including grub and 
horse feed) say 15 to 18 logs— 
1000 B. M., : 


1 $9.75 


In round figures $10.00 per M. This 
they are willing to pay in case of green 
logs which are. generally ail zopd. but 
in case of dry stuff which is for the 
most part puvky and full of cracks 
they think too much; especially when 
having cut in excess double dues are 
collected the same as ior green tim- 
ber. . 

I am of the opinion that, it would 
be of benefit to the district to allow 
the settler to cut ali the dry stuif 
free of charge as long as he uses Jt Gh 
connection with his own land and is 
not allowed to “barter or sell it and 
thus come in competition with the l- 
censed mill owner. . 


As you are aware tne farmer at the 
present time ‘hus this advantage over 
another in ‘that he can get all the ittim- 
ber he wants idr his own tse at $1.50 
per thousand B, M. without competi- 
tion, As shown above it eventually 
costs him allowing him for his time{and 
grub $10.00 per B. M. The ordinary 
citizen has not this privilege bul has to 
go to the mill and pay $16 to $20 fer 
thousand B. M. 

If the regulation now in force were 
made to read “dry and failen timber 
for fuel or fencing (and building) for 
their own use on their farms” it would 
appear to meet the situation and give a 
great deal of satisfaction.

The imports of British 
goods rose from $29,400,000 in 1897 to 
$49,200,000 in 1902. But it is said that 
we did not drive a hard enough bargain 
with Great Britain, and ought to have 
exacted pay for our act of friendship. 
Well, from 1897 to 1902 the exporis of 
Canadian produce to Great Britain int 
creased from $69,533,852 to $109,347,345.
